tests the lives of Americans have been 
destroyed. What does it avail to use 
some of the strongest words known 
to diplomacy if ambassadors can re- 
ceive the impression that the words 
are not to be taken seriously? It is 
not words, but the strength and reso- 
lution behind the words, that count. 
Had this government by the use of 
both informal and formal diplomatic 
opportunities left no doubt that when 
we paid "strict 
accountability" 
we 


meant precisely what 
we said, and 


that wo should 
unhesitatingly vindi- 


cate that position, I am confident that 
there would have been no destruction 
of American lives by the sinking of 
the Lusltania. There we had ample 
notice; in fact, published notice. Fur- 
thermore, we knew the situation and 
we did 
not 
require 
specific notice. 


Instead of whittling away our .formal 
statements by equivocal conversations, 
we needed ' the straight, 
direct 
and 


decisive representations 
which every 


diplomat and foreign office .would un- 
derstand." 
I do not put life and property on 


the same footing, hut the administra- 
tion has not only been 
remiss with 


respect to the protection of American 
lives; it has been remiss with respect 
to the protection of American property 
and American commerce. 
It has been 


too much disposed to be content with 
leisurely discussion. I cannot now un- 
dertake to review the course of events, 
but it is entirely clear that we failed 
to use the resources at our command 
to prevent injurious action, and that 
we suffered in consequence. 


On the Question of preparedness Mr. 


Hughes said: "It is apparent that we 
are shockingly unprepared, and he ac- 
cused the administration of following 
rather than leading in the recent agi- 
tation for better things. In a general 
wav he espoused a stronger army and 
navy, industrial mobilization and 
all 
that is Involved in the term "prepared- 
ness." 


Leading up to the subject of busi- 


ness and commerce after the war, the 
candidate said that he believes in the 
"organization of peace" and this, 
h 


said, Includes a return to protection 
for American industries. He was very 
specific il. his tratment of this phase 
of his speech, as the following excerpt 
will show: 


"It is plain that we must have pro- 


tective-, upbuilding policies. It is idle 
to lok for relief to 
the democratic 


party, which as late as 1512 declared 
in Us platform that it was "a funrla 
mental principle of the democratic par- 
ty that the federal government, under 
the constitution, had no right or pow- 
er to impose or collect tariff duties 
except for the purpose t of 
revenue."

an action north of the Somme, in front 
of Gulllemont and Muurcpas.

Every day the Germans have been 


increasing the number of guns and 
men in the Guillemont sector which is

ground they hold. By prisonerK taken 
ten German battalions, or ten thou- 
sand men, have been identified on a 
front of 2000 yards where .the. Ger- 
mans are still in their old second line 
fortifications with maze trenches and 
"deep dugouts 
built 
long ago 
and 


strengthened since the offensive be- 
gan. The Germans appear to regard 
this sector of critical importance since 
the British broko the second lino on 
tho- adjoining front for a length 
of 


two miles on .July 14. 
Fight Under Broiling Sun 


Part of the British 
attack 
struck 


from the bloody Trones wood and the 
other part on the flank while the Ger- 
mans tried to man machine guns as 
usual after 
a British 
bombardment. 


The Germans resisted the British bit- 
terly, fighting under the broiling sun 
as 
if every 
incli 
of ground 
was 


precious. 


The British got possession 
of 
the 


railroad 
station 
which 
they 
had 


reached In a previous attack, and this 
time.^according to 
last reports, were 


still holding it. Some of the attackers 
jot into Guillemont and reached the 
church, where the Germans, swarming 
in dugouts, outnumbered the advance 
party which fought against their foe 
on all sides. It was one of those hand 
to hand and hide and seek conflicts in 
the village ruins of indescribable fe- 
rocity. The British had to retire from 
the edge of Guillemont. but made good 
a considerable advance southward on 
the dank of the town, where, through 
the hot night, fighting continued.

They 
said they could hear the moans of the 
German Wounded for water above the 
bombing and rifie and machine gun 
fire. With . the news of the shooting 
of Capt. ITryatt fresh in their minds 
the British went into the charge in a 
fury, swearing they would'avenge his 
murder. 


A QUARTER CENTURY AGO 


Apropos of all tho talk concerning 


the high cost of living in these enlight- 
ened days, a glance at tho columns of 
The Sun, of quarter of a century ago, 
reveals the fact that It also costs con- 
siderably more to bury the dead today, 
than it did quarter of a, century ago.

"Burial Reform," in which it presented

gance and ostentation at funerals. In 
its arliclo The Sun compared the prices 
charged by undertakers of that day 
with those charged 25 -years prior to 
that time or half a century ago, to- 
gether 
with 
comparative costs 
for 


hacks, flowers, etc., In eaoh case a big 
increase in cost being noted. Among 
other things, The .Sun said: '•'One.item 
of expense now entering into the cost 


of burials is the embalming. Nowadays 
most bodies are»so prepared, thus dis- 
pensing largely with the'clumsy ice- 
boxes (so common in former years." 
. The embalming 
process 
was then 


coming into general use, and as usual 
with reforms of fi radical nature, at 
first met with much opposition -on the 
part of those who didn't understand it. 
Old timers will recart the unsightly Ice* 
boxes referred to, and popularly called 
"freezers." In which bodies were placed 
on ice to preserve them. Those have 
all passed away and the younger gen- 
eration has never seen . one, "and It's 
just as well. If embalming is a bar- 
barous process, freezing xvas 100 times 
more so. The added expense of em- 
balming is one to ; which nobody now 
will object, but just ask any old time 
undertaker and he will tell you of the 


rouble he once had trying to convince 
tho friends of dead persons that em- 
balming was a bettor process than that 
offered by the "freezer." 


Reference to the "freezer" recalls the 


old story of th*> variety stage about the 
parly who were travelling oji a rail- 
road 
train one 
hot 
day and wore 


"crazy"' wilh the thirst. The beat the 
railroad offered them was some luke- 
warm water, ;<nd urhen one of the party 
remarked that he'd give a dollar for a 
Dlece of tee, a little Hebrew, who over- 
heard the remark, suddenly 
lefi 
his 
seat anri went into another car, return- 
ing in a short time with a good sized 
piece of Ice, for which he was paid a 
dollar. 


A short time afterward he was of- 


ferrd .-mother dollar if 
he could get 


more and he went forth and returned 
wilh a secoird piece. -hater, when made 
a third offer, he again disappeared, but 
returning 
empty-handed 
said to the

more; the undertaker snys he can't 
spare it. as he's going a Ions distance." 


Perhaps some will recall the uerk of 


trouble that a local 
provision de;ik-r 


once got into, as tho result of idle sos- 
sip. 
An undertaker moved next door 


to him, and some wag started the story 
that the undertaker used to preserve 
bodies in his neighbor's big Ice-chest. 
There were actually some pcu^le easy 
enough to believe ihe yarn and 
the 


dealer was in "Dutch" v/ith some of his 
customers, for a tin\c, as a result. 


In regard to tho cost of hacks at 


funerals, the old Sun said: "The cost 
of hacks was only SI.50 in 1S56. It Is 
now $3 in the forenoon and S2.50 in the 
afternoon, and yet the local hack men 
claim that 
they charge less than Is 


charged in other cHles." Today, ihe 
hackmen charge $4 flat, regai dless of 
the 
time of 
the funeral, though the 


cemeteries aro DO farther a way. The 
hackmen today will tell you that they 
have to pay their 
drivers more, and 


that's a fact; nnd it is also ;i fact that 
since the industrial boom struck Low- 
ell the hackmen have difliculty In get- 
ting drivers when 
there is a large- 


funeral. In days gone by men arid boys 
hung around stables and picker! up ortd 
change driving and doing chores, buL 
they have all gone in for steady em- 
ployment 
during 
recent 
years, and 


drivers are scarce throughout the city. 


The old Sim . concluded . its

IS 
additional cars were despatched, while 
many took regular trains and wont by 
way of Boston. 
The procession from 


the depot at Lynn to the beach was 
a leading attraction, that 
was wit- 


nessed by thousands. For weeks pre- 
vious, some of the Lynn people had 
been making preparations for .tbe car- 
nival and yet the supply of edibles at 
some of the hotels was exhausted early 
in the afternoon. The day -was spent 
in roaming about the beach, bathing 
and dancing, everybody seeming to en- 
joy the occasion as much as possible. 
It is estimated that at least 3500 per- 
sons were present. 
The party 
re- 


turned to Lowell about 0 o'clock, the- 
re turn in the cars apparently being 
riot the least enjoyable part of the 
trip. John Doherty filled the part1 of 
chairman of the day with his custom- 
ary solicitude fo'r 
the 
comfort and 


good treatment ^of all. Post 42 band 
furnished music' throughout the day. 
Charles H. O'Donnell was'the treasur- 
er and was loaded down wilh cash on 
his return home.

Y., July 31.—The Gorman government 
has issued officially tho figures relat- 
ing to the conquests at tlie end of the 
second year of tho war, in a. statement 
which reads: 


"The central powers occupied 431,- 


000 square kilometers, against 180,000 
square kilometers a year ago. The en- 
emy occupied In Europe 22.0SO square 
kilometers, against 11,000 a year ago. 
"The central powers and Bulgaria 


and Turkey captured 2,658.000 enemy 
soldiers, against 1.655,000 taken by 
the enemy. Or tho total taken prlson- 
,'er by the Germans. 5047 officers and 
143,000 men were French, 9019 officers 
and 1.202,000 men were Russians and 
947 officers and 30,000 men were Brit- 
ish.

sea of broken red bricks which repre- 
sented the village, and in gratitude and 
friendship their thoughts 
turned 
to- 


ward their comrades' in the rear. 


"They asked me to thank in their 


name the workwomen and 
workmen 


of the munition factories who iiad en- 
abled them to enter there without shed- 
ding their blood. There were only nve

H was thus they entered in tri- 
umph a village occupied only a few 
moments before by the enemy.

present time is "perhaps more critical 
than any period since the Civil war" 
and that the republican party is ready 
to he the "agency of national achieve- 
ment." he condemned the foreign re- 
lations policy of the present adminis- 
tration and especially the diplomatic 
appointments. 
He then 
turned 
to 


Mexico which he dealt with in detail, 
giving it more 
attention 
than 
any 


other subject of his address. 


After intimating that President Wil- 


son should have 
recognized 
Huerta 


and criticizing the mission of 
John 


I.ind he dealt 
scathingly 
with 
the 


V'era Cruz incident, saying after 
a 


strong 
summing 
up 
of 
the 
main 


points: "What a travesty of interna- 
tional policy!" 
Continuing in a like 


vein, he accused 
President 
Wilson 


for a misplaced friendship for .Villa 
and painted a harrowing picture of in- 
ternal Mexican conditions for the past 
three years. He criticized the sending 
of the troops to Mexico and save his 
conception 
of a 
desirable 
Mexican 


policy as follows: 


"The nation has no policy of aggres- 


sion toward Mexico. We have no de- 
sire for any part of her territory. We 
wish her (o have peace, stability and 
prosperity. 
We should be ready to 


aid her in binding up_ her wounds, in 
relieving her from starvation and dis- 
tress, and in iriving her in every prac- 
ticable way tlie benefits of our dis- 
interested friendship. The conduct of' 
this administration has created diffi- 
culties which we shall have to sur- 
mount. 
We shnll have to overcome 


(he antipathy needlessly 
created 
by 


that conduct and to develop centime 
respect and confidence. We shall have 
in adopt n new policy, a 
policy 
of 


firmness 
and 
consistency, 
through 


which nlrmc- we can promote an en- 
during friendship. 
We demand from 


Mexico the protection of the lives and 
the property of our citizens, and the 
security of our border from depreda- 
tions. 
Much will he sained if Mexico 


Is convinced that we contemplate no 
meddlesome interference 
with 
what 


does not concern us, but that we pro- 
jiose; to Insist In a firm 
and 
candid 


manner upon the performance o( In- 
ternational obligations. To a 
stable 


government, appropriately discharging 
Its international duties, we should give 
ungrudging support. 
A short period 


of firm, consistent' and friendly deal- 
ing will accomplish more than many 
years ot" vacillation." 


Dealing with the subject of our re- 


lation 
to the 
European war, Mr. 


Hughes--accused the present adminis- 
tration of lack of firmness in protect- 
ing American life and property, say- 
ing, in part: 


"\Ve have harl bravo 
words In n 


series of notes, but despite our pro- 
tests the lives of Americans have been 
destroyed. What does it avail to use 
some of the strongest words known 
to diplomacy if ambassadors can re- 
ceive the impression that the words 
are not io be taken seriously'.' 
It is 


not words, but the strength and reso- 
lution behind the words, that count. 
Ifad this government by the use of 
both informal and formal diplomatic 
opportunities left no doubt that when 
\ve sMirt "strict 
accountability" 
we 


meant precisely 
what 
we said, and 


thai we should 
unhesitatingly vindi- 


cate that position, I am confident that 
there would have, been no destruction 
of American lives by the sinking of 
the i.ufltnnia. 
There we had ample 


notice; in fact, published notice. Fur- 
thermore, we knew the situation and 
we did 
not 
require 
specific notice. 


Instead of whittling away our formal 
statements by equivocal conversations, 
we needed 
the straight, direct 
and 


decisive representations 
which every 


diplomat and foreign office would un- 
derstand." 
I do not put life and property on 


the same footing, hut the administra- 
tion has not only been 
remiss 
with 


respect to the protection of American 
lives; it has been remiss with respect 
to the protection of American properly 
and American commerce. 
ft has been 


too much disposed to he content with 
leisurely discussion. I cannot now un- 
dertake to review the course of events, 
but it is entirely clear th.it we failed 
to use the resources at our command 
to prevent injurious action, and that 
we suffered in consequence. 


On the question of preparedness Mr. 


Hughes said: "It is apparent that we 
are shockingly unprepared, and ho ac- 
cused trie administration of following 
rather than loading in the recent agi- 
tation for better things. In a general 
way he espoused a stronger army and 
navy, industrial mobilization and all 
tiiat is involved in the term "preparfd- 
ncss." 


Leading up to the subject 
of busi- 


ness and commerce after the war. the 
candidate said that he believes in the 
"organization of peace" and this, 
lie 


said, includes a return to protection 
for American industries. He was very 
SEH-ciac ii, his tratment or* this phase 
of his speech, as the following excerpt 
will show: 


"It is plain that we must have pro- 


tective, upbuilding policies. It is idle 
to lok for relief to 
the 
democratic 


party, which as late as 1912 declared 
in its platform that it was "a funda- 
mental principle of the democratic par- 
ty that the federal government, under 
the constitution, had no right or pow- 
er to impose or collect tariff duties 
except for the purpose 
of 
revenue." 


We are told in its present 
platform 


that there 
have 
been 
"momentous^ 


changes" in the past two years, and 
hence repudiating its former attitude 
the democratic party now declares for

now prepared to accept the protective 
principle? K.-Uher, so far as the tariff

re-ailirmation of the doctrine of a rev- 
enue tariff, Us riyestuffs proposal, and 
its formulation in lieu

devoid of purpose. 


Owing to favorable

The German position Is stated in a 


note handed to Ambassador Gerard on 
July 28 and made public today at the 
state department. 
It apparently is a 


final rejection of Great Britain's offer 
made In a recent 
communication 
ac- 


quiesced In hy France to permit the 
passage of American food supplies into 
Poland on condition that the occupying 
Teutonic armies would not seize or 
remove native products. 


Xo mention is made of President "Wil- 


son's personal letter to Emperor Wil- 
liam, similar to those sent to other 
European rulers, appealing 
for 
joint 


action in arranging to feed the starv- 
ing Poles. 


The text of the note follows: 
"Frora the very beginning the impe- 


rial government declared Its readiness 
to offer Its assistance in order that the 
distress apparent In those parts of Rus- 
sia, which are 
occupied by German 


troops and systematically wasted and 
deprived of all victuals for the use of 
the remaining inhabitants by the re- 
treating Russian hosts be eased by the 
relief work of the 
United 
States of 


America, which is organized on such a 
great scale.

pier on the Jersey side across from 
the city of New York last Sunday ex- 
ploded tremendous quantities of war 
munitions of the 
allies, 
inflicted a 


property loss estimated at 545,000,000. 
brought death 
and injury 
to many 


•and afforded an awful lesson to Hie 
entire country. 
New York had never 


before seen anything so terribly spec- 
tacular. 
Blazing barges 
filled 
with 


Ehells drifted in the harbor, immense 
rockets exploded overhead, plate glass 
to the value of hundreds of thousands 
of dollars fell from 
skyscrapers and 


stately stores and millions of startled 
citizens fled from the homes, fearing 
that an earthquake or some other de- 
structive force would wipe out 
the 


entire city. 


It may he days before the true facts 


of the fire will become known and they 
may never be known, but already tho 
inevitable investigation is under way. 
As in all accidents to munitions for 
the allies, plots are suspected that if 
proved will place 
an enormous 
re- 


sponsibility on the shoulders of those 
guilty. Yet, plots or no plots, 
the 


blame may be partly :aid to the door 
of those who permitted such enormous 
quantities of destructive commodities 
to lay in barges and freight cars so 
near to two teeming cities.

had transpired during 
the past two 


years to show the country the dangers 
attendant on the storing and trans- 
portation of high 
explosives 
and so 


far as precautions can go. New York 
and Jersey City should

safeguarded.

amendment should be submitted and 
ratified and th'e subject removed .from 
political discussion."

The debate seems to have left the 


prospect of an amicable settlement of 
the Irish problem as distant as hefore. 


Premier Asqulth made a constliatory 


speech, and expressed 
Ihe conviction 


lhat a permanent settlement would Le 
reached sooner than any persons im- 
agined. 


John Redmond, the nationalist lead- 


rr, made il clear that his party was dis- 
satisfied and would henceforth consider 
Itself absolved from association with 
the coalition government and free Lo 
:riticise and oppose H independently in 
any circumstances. 


The main ground for his objections 


to the government's plan for an interim 
government was that it would be in 
the hands of the new secretary of Ire- 
land, Henry Edward Duke, and the at- 
torney general. Sir Frederick B. Smith, 
both unionists; that, in fact, it was a 
revival of Castlo government. 


The leading features oC Premier As- 


juith's speech were ihe announcement 
of tho new secretary for Ireland, his 
Bide tracking of the so-caned PItinkett 
icheme for an advisory council which 
had been strongly supported outside of 
the house, hut which the premier de- 
clared was impracticable, nnd -the an- 
nouncement that there would he no rft- 
auction of the military force in Ireland. 


Premier Asquith also indicated that 
ill tho unionist members of the cabinet 
a'ere in practical agreement with Lord 
C/ansdowne. This .was further confirmed 
by Andrew Bonar .Law, secretary for

Monson, formerly employed by A, 1), 
Kills & Company of that city. 


Mario was employed as a picker len- 


der; on Jan. 17 last he suffered an in- 
jury lo his Hfiht knee and .shoulder, 
and it was admiUecl by Ihe Insurance 
company that Ihe injury was ono for 
which compensation should 
be 
paid. 


Payments were made until March 20, 
when Ihe company fitopped them on the 
ground that the employe way able to 
return to work. 


He immediately brought the matter 


to Iho attention of the accident board, 
and as a result an arbitration commit- 
tee was appointed to determine the 
facfs,

"They ashed me to thank hi their

'when he said he. hoped on the next di- 
vision the nationalists would be able 
to turn out the coalition government. 


The debate seems to have

the 


prospect of an amicable settlement of 
the Irish problem as distant as before. 


Premier Asquith made a consiliatory 


speech, and expressed 
the conviction 


that a permanent settlement would be 
reached sooner than any persons 1m- 


'John Redmond, the nationalist lead- 
:r, made it clear that his party was dis- 
satisfied and would henceforth consider 
itself absolved from association with 
the' coalition government and free Lo 
criticise and oppose it Independently in 
any circumstances. 


The main ground for his objections 


to the government's plan for an interim 
government was that it would be in 
tho hands of the new secretary of Ire- 
land, Henry Edward Duke, and the at- 
torney general, Sir Frederick £.

elude all the building laborers in Low- 
ell. Some of the contractors, it is said 
agreed to give the increase asked for 
and in such cases the men remained 
at their work.

-10 cents.
